Wills Shattered 
Say Observers; 


. | . f 
Nine Convicted 
Bishop Given 25 
Years; Abbot Gets 
Life Imprisonment 


The Prague “trial” of one Czech 
Bishop and eight other Churchmen 
shows that the Reds have now 
highly developed the technique of 
shattering both the will and per- 
sonality of defendants. 


Those who have analyzed par- 
tial statements at the “trial” 
which got past the Iron Curtain, 
either via Prague broadcasts or the 
western press, point out that the 
defendants in their abject admis- 
sion of guilt not only made asser- 
tions which are patently false but 
used a communist phraseology 
completely foreign to their per- 
sonalities. 


The prosecutor’s . strenuous at- 
tempts to cast guiligon Archbishop 
Josef Beran of Prague and other 
Bishops is also held indicative that 
the final ground work has now 
been laid by the regime for “try- 
ing” and sentencing the Archbis- 
hop and other leading members of 
the Hierarchy. 

At the end of the proceedings 
against the nine priests and pre- 
lates in Pankrac prison the prose- 
cutor demanded a “just if severe” 
punishment for the defendants. 
“Let your. judgment show the in- 
stigators of a new war, whether 
they sit in Washington or Wall 
Street or the Vatican,” he told the 
court, “that our struggle consists 
in the exposure and just, if se- 
vere, punishment of all those who 
have offended against peace.” 


Benedictine Abbot Jan Opasek, 
37 years old, was sentenced by the. 
seven-judge court to life imprison- 
ment and was fined 100,000 crowns 
(about $2,000). This was the 
heaviest sentence given any of the 
defendants. 


Bishop Stanislav Zela, 57-year- 
old Vicar General of the Archdio- 


25 years in prison and a fine of 
100,000 crowns. Abbot Buhumil 
Jarolimek, a 57-year-old Premon- 
stratensian, was given a 20 year 
term in prisen and a fine of 50,000 
crowns. 


The Rev. Joseph Cihak, 70 years 
of age, archdeacon of the Metro- 
politan Chapter at St. Vitus 
Cathedral, was sentenced to 10 
years in prison and a fine of 150,- 
crowns, or an additional year 

in jail in lieu of the latter. The 
Rev. Jaroslav Kulac, aged 63, was 
sentenced to 17 years in jail and 
a fine of 40,009 crowns. The Rev. 
Antonin Mandl, aged 37, former 
Catholic Action secretary, was 
given a 25-year jail sentence and a 
20,000-crown fine. Msgr. Otokar 
Svec was sentenced to 20 years im- 
prisonment and a fine of 50,000 
crowns. Msgr. Jan Boukal, aged 
44, was sentenced to 18 years in 
rison and a §60,000-crown fine. 

he Rev. Vaclav Mrtvy, aged 43, 
a Salesian, was sentenced to 15 
years in jail and a fine of 10,000 
crowns. 

All were deprived of their rights 
as citizens for 10 years.

Down in the city fires raged for 
a distance of eight miles. The hor- 
ribly burned began to stream out 


of the city. People were burned 
alive and the suffering was too 
ghastly to describe. It was a hell 
on earth. Many of the thousands 
who sought refuge on the river 
banks collapsed on the shores and 
were drowned with the rising tide. 


“Of 260 doctors in the city, 200 
were killed” the _ priest-doctor 
pointed out. “But despite the lack 
of medical equipment, none of the 
thousands treated for burns suf- 
fered any malign scars from their 
injuries.” Many of those burned 
could not be treated for days after 
and at that time the burns were 
dreadfully infected. Because of a 
lack of medical equipment all treat- 
ment was administered without 
the use of anesthetics. 


“The four mile aYea where the 
bomb was dropped was completely

Social Welfare 


The law of charity imposes on 
all of us, both individually and 
in collective groups, responsibil- 
ity for the welfare of others, par- 
ticularly the unfortunate. Social 
policy should do everything pos- 
sible to encourage individuals and 
groups in carrying out these obli- 
gations. At times it may happen 
that smaller groups, especially 
bg organizations, may not 

ve the resources to carry out 
their obligations. In such cir- 
cumstances, it is the duty of other 

roups or of government on all 
evels to assist in meeting mani- 
fest need. In carrying out this 
program of assistance, two prin- 
ciples should be paramount: 


1. When a lesser group is able 
and willing to meet a need, it is 
wrong for a larger and higher 
group to step in; 

2. Where government assumes 
responsibility in social matters, 
there should be maximum partici- 
pation and even administration by 
private and voluntary agencies. 


In this way social needs will be 
met, without concentrating exces- 
sive power in larger groups or in- 
terfering with the flexibility and 
freedom which springs from action 
taken by smaller and private 
groups, 

Private Welfare 


We believe that one of the ele- 
mentary and primary rights of the 
child is to be reared in the relig- 
ious faith of his parents. To pro- 
tect this right, care of a child out- 
side his own home should be by 
an agency of his faith. 

The. American tradition has al- 
Ways recognized this right by en- 
couraging voluntary welfare or- 
ganizations. To exist, as well as 
to expand, is a prior right of such 
organizations. 

ee citizens in a free country 
have the right to meet their re- 
sponsibilities on a completely vol- 
untary basis; they call upon gov- 
ernment last of all. And it is the 
responsibility of Government, as a 
corollary, to encourage the devel- 
opment of these voluntary organi- 
zations in addition to respecting 
their present functions. 


Family Health 


The family’s health will com- 
mand the greatest interest and 
concern of the Catholic woman. 
This responsibility, which stems 
from both natural and spiritual 
roots, will entail active zeal in 
knowing about and promoting 
health programs. 

The Catholic woman will be anx- 
ious that these programs are car- 
ried out according to sound Cath- 
olic social thinking—allowing free- 
dom of choice (for example, join- 
ing a private or public program; 
choosing a particular doctor or 
hospital) to achieve the goal—a 
healthy family. She should also 
be interested in the preservation 
and extension of voluntary, private 
health programs. 

The glaring deficiency in the 
total health program is the lack 
of physical facilities and of quali- 
fied personnel. Catholic women 
must do everything in their power 
to fill the gap by private and pub- 
lic initiative. 

Housing 

Catholic women must be alert 
to see that the needs of the low 
and middle income groups are met 
in any housing program without 
sacrifice of standards. Commun- 
ity needs and planning should be 
considered in eareponsey as well 
as permanent housing. 

As Americans and as Catholics, 
we should see that all Americans 
have an equitable opportunity to 
purchase housing in a free and 
open market, that the total supply 
should be available to all people 
in accordance with their needs, 
ability to pay, and without restric- 


tion as to race, religion or na-

NCCW Joins Other 
Groups To Show 
Support Of UN 


Lake Success, N. Y. — (NC)— 
Resolutions of the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Women expressing 
support of the United Nations have 
been forwarded to U.N. Secretary- 
General Trygve Lie by Ambassa- 
dor Warren R. Austin. The reso- 
lutions were sent to Mr. Austin 
with a telegram sent jointly by the 
NCCW and eight other national 
women’s organizations supporting 
United Nations action for peace 
and disclaiming any association 
with a committee called American 
Women for Peace. 


The committee, a reported com- 
munist front group, had requested 
an interview with the U.S. dele- 
gation to “speak in the name of 
American women.” The joint tele- 
gram to Mr. Austin stated that 
“they do not speak for the masses 
of American women belonging to 
our organizations.” It was signed 
by representatives of the Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Women, General Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs, League of Women 
Voters, National Council of Jew- 
ish Women, National Council of 
Negro Women, National Council 
of Women, National Federation of 
Business and Professional 
men’s Clubs, Inc., United Council 
of Church Women and the NCCW. 


Their telegram further called 
attention “to the strong peace 
stand taken by millions of organ- 
ized women of the United States 
through their own organizations,” 
and “in order to make their views 
available to other delegations” re- 
quested Mr. Austin to transmit 
them to the Secretary-General. 


Among the NCCW resolutions 
transmitted was one supporting 
the U.N. as an instrument of 
eace, commending in particular 
Security Council action against 
aggression in Korea and the ef- 
forts of the General Assembly “to 
make it possible for the U.N. to 
take effective action against ag- 
gression anywhere even if the Se- 
curity Council is made impotent by 
use of the veto.” 


Others urged the General As- 
sembly “to do everything it can to 
bring about the end of the flagrant 
violations of human rights which 
are being perpetrated in such a 
wholesale fashion in totalitarian 
countries; condemn the —

20th Maryknoll Nun,

Ossining, N. Y. —(NC)— Sister 
Mary Dolores Cruise, pioneer 
Maryknoll Sister and one of the 
earliest American missioners in 
China, has died at Ossining Hos- 
pital here. She was originally 
from East Weymouth, Mass. 


Sister Dolores came to Mary-

Gary — At a public hearing on 
the extension of rent control held 
in the City of Gary council, Stan- 
ley Jonusas, chairman of the Asso- 
ciation of Catholic Trade Unionists, 
presented an ACTU resolution in 
behalf of rent control extension.

Divine Revelations and scientific 
facts have the same source. Di- 
vine revelation may give us some 
of these same facts directly and 
quickly, while science acts more 
slowly. Most of the discoveries of 
science during the past centuries 
could conceivably have been dis- 
covered 1000 or 2000 or 4000 years 
ago. 
Some of the facts which science 
has discovered are just as myster- 
jous, and, even intellectuals admit, 
as miraculous as any of the mys- 
teries of religion, as any of the 
miracles of Christ. Surely the 
President of the “Religious Gen- 
erations Foundation” will admit 
that radio is a mysterious thing. A 
“definition” of the manner by 
which the human voice is carried 
through space at the rate of 186,- 
000 miles a is not an “ex- 
planation.” The scientific fact is 
there, but Marconi himself could 
not explain it.

Church Believes In Equal Rights For All 


OTS of people are concerned to- 
day about the “race. problem.” 
Laws are being passed and move- 
ments are being organized to pro- 
mote good relations between the 
colored and white races. The Cath- 
ole Church always has the best 
interests of all persons in mind, so 
it’s no surprise to find that in 
many ways the Church. has led the 
fight for recognition and equality 
for colored people.

That three Popes — leaders of the 
universal church — were Negroes. 
That several Popes have ‘spoken 
publicly and forcibly on behalf of 
the Negroes. That there are Cath- 
olic orders of priests and sisters 
who minister to the colored. That 
Negro priests and sisters are being 
trained in Catholic schools. That 
two Catholic magazines are de- 
voted to better race relations. That 
there are over 400 churches for 
the special use of Negroes; plus 
300 elementary schools and 30 high 
schools. : 


The. whole philosophy of the 
Catholic, Church teaches us that 
Negroes and men of other color 
have certain rights which they re- 
ceived from God. After all, we are 
all descendants of Adam and Eve 
-—the Bible teaches us that — and 
so Negro, Indian, Chinese and 
white races must all be related. 

A véry good book has been writ- 
ten on just this subject — Father 


iJohn LaFarge’s “The Race Ques- 


tion and the Negro.” In his book, 
the ‘Jesuit priest points out that 
the “esséntial human rights of 
‘Negroes do not appertain to them 


bers of the human family. Human 
rights are not Negro rights, any 
more than they are white rights 
or red-haired persons’ rights.” 


We Are All Brothers 


To prove that the Catholic 
Church believes that all men are 
brothers, Father LaFarge reminds 
us that Jesus told his Apostles to 
go, and “preach to all nations.” 
Our Lord also said, “Go ye into 
the whole world.” No mention here 
about special privileges to’ certain 
people whose skin was a particular 
color. 


But does the Church really be- 
lieve this? Does it practice it? It 
comes as a shock to many persons 
to find out that not only does the 
Catuolic Church welcome Negroes; 
it has actually chosen three of 
them to be its Pope, the represent- 
ative of Christ on earth. 

Saint Victor was the first. He 
was a native of Africa who be- 
came Pope away back in the year 
189. Saint Victor fought against 
heresies; he established the dates 
for Easter (which had been in dis- 
pute); and he is generally given 
credit for making Latin the official 
language of the Church. 


Saint Melchiades (or Miltiades) 
was elected Pope in 311. He, too, 
was born in Africa, and it was 
during his reign that persecution 
began to let up, and the Church 
knew something like peaceful days. 
In 492, Saint Gelasius became 
Pope. He was a very learned man, 
and was well known for his writ- 
ings on religious matters. 


Most of us would agree that the 
highest honor the Church can con- 
fer is to canonize a person, to de- 
clare him to be a saint in Heaven. 
The Catholic Church has honored 
many Negroes in this way. Martin 
da Porres was born in Peru. His 
mother was a Negress. He began 
by practicing medicine, and be- 
came well known in the city of 


Lima for his good works. In order |’ 


to increase his own devotion, Mar- 
tin da Porres joined the Domini- 
cans as a lay brother. 


Saint Benedict the Moor was the 
son of Negro slaves. While very 
religious, he had little education, 
and when he joined the Francis- 
cans, he served the order as a cook. 
His holiness was so evident that in 
time he was chosen to train the 


this man who had never been to 
school became a teacher! 

At the opposite end of the social 
scale from Benedict was another 
Negro, Saint Elesbaan, a king who 
lived in the sixth century. Half- 
way through a successful reign, he 
renounced his throne and went into 
the desert to live the holy life of 
a hermit. 

There are many, many more 
Negro saints in the Catholic 
Church: Saint Ghebre-Michael, 
Saint Moses (an Ethiopian slave), 
the 22 martyrs who died for their 
faith in Africa in 1886 — their 
individual names are not even 
known, so they are called simply 
the Martyrs of Uganda. 


Pius XIl Says 


Does our Church still love Ne- 
groes and wish to help them? Here 
is what. Pope Pius XII said just 
ten years ago: “We feel a special 
paternal affection. . for the Ne- 
gro people dwelling among you. 
We invoke an abundance of heav- 
enly blessing and We pray fruitful 
success for those whose «generous 
zeal is devoted to their welfare. 

Before World War. II, Pope 
Pins XI stated that “to much is 
being said about races and nation- 
alism in a separatist sense. . . We 
do not wish to separate anything 
in the human family.” 

The Fascists did not like this 
kind of statement, but the Pope 
repeated his ideas later, when he 
said, “Those who enter the Church, 
whatever be their origin or their 
speech, must know that they have 
equal rights within the House of 
the Lord, where the law of Christ 
and the peace of Christ prevail.” 

To know that the Church means 
what it says about loving Negroes,

you have only to look at what the 
Church is doing today. According 
to the Catholic Almanac, there are 
408 churches for the special use 
of Negroes, to which are attached 
578 priests. There are 306 Cath- 
olic elementary schools, one sem- 
inary, one college, 12 boarding 
academies, and 30 high schools. 
The great need is for more 
Negro priests. There are only a 
few in this country, a large port- 
tion of them members of the So- 
ciety, of the Divine Word. Other 
religious orders, both priests and 
sisters, devote their lives to the 
welfare of Negroes. The Fathers 


Oblate Sisters of Providence, and 
the Sisters of the Holy Family are 
among this group. 

Two Catholic magazines, The 
Colored Harvest and Our Colored 
Missions, specialize in religious 
activities among Negroes. The 
Catholic Interracial Council is a 
group of colored and white Cath- 
olics trying to promote cooperation 
between the two races. College 
students are banding together for 
the same purpose: only last year 
the students at Saint Bonaven- 
ture’s College started a program to 
publicize the life of Saint Benedict 
the Moor among Negroes, so that 
they might have a Saint of their 
own race of whom they could be 
proud, 

There is no need to go on with 
a recital of all the steps the Cath- 
olic Church is taking to promote 
the welfare of Negroes. The list 
is too long. It has its roots way 
back in history, for before Amer- 
ica had been discovered by Colum- 
bus, a Pope had condemned the 
traffic in slaves. All the Popes 
from the 15th to the 19th Centuries 
wrote protests against the inhu- 
man way in which slaves were 
treated. And in 1705, Catholics 
found themselves lined up with 
Negroes as unw minorities. 
A law of Virginia said that “Cath- 
olics, Indians and Negro slaves 
were forbidden to appear as wit- 
nesses in court, not being Christ-

Christmas to come for the first 
time. 

And do you know that the fourth 
joyous mystery, when Our Lord 
was carried to the Temple, was 
the very first time the Temple 
was like one of our churches?

It is interesting too to see how 
the last joyful mystery — the find- 
ing of the child Jesus in the tem- 
ple — tells us something we all 
need to remember.

Catholics Came First 


If the Catholic Church, at two 
Councils mentioned above, took ac- 
tion against the Anabaptists of 
the third century, then evidently 
the Catholic Church existed be- 
fore the _Anabaptists, and these 
very Christians agreed with her 
in all other matters, they had the 
Mass, the Holy Eucharist, etc.

We assume that the good min- 
ister knows that the Catholic 
Church does not repudiate Baptism 
y immersion. It was a common 
practice in the Roman Church for 
ten centuries and is still continued 
by the Orthodox Churches which 
separated from Rome in the elev- 
enth century. 


If the common practice of Cath- 
olics is to baptize by effurcon, or 
the pouring of water on the head 
of the person baptized, it is due 
to the fact that she teaches with 
Christ that Baptism is necessary 
for salvation for all, not excluding 
infants. Christ made no exception 
between infants and adults when 
He said: “Unless a man (the Greek 
version has “unless any one”) be 
born again of water and the Holy 
Ghost, he cannot enter the King- 
dom of God” (John 3:5). Not only 
babies but adults often die in hos- 
pitals where it is impossible to im- 
merse them. St. Paul secretly bap- 
tized the jailors in prison (Acts 
16:34), and evidently he could not 
have immersed them. He baptized

They have strong 
foreign mission organizations, and 
their people contribute most gen- 
erously to them, but they have 
reached only a small portion of 
the entire population of Europe 
and Asia. 


Commenting on the Baptists in 
America, Rev. Henry Clay Vedder 
noted that there were few Baptists 
among the early settlers of . the 
colonies. When Roger Williams 
left the Church of England he’ 
started a Baptist congregation 
with twelve members. .. 


We should like to say, in pass- 
ing, that we hold great admiration 
for the few Baptists in New Eng- 
land in those days because they 
stood up well under persecution— 
not from Catholics, but from Prot- 
estants of other sects. A few of 
the members moved from Boston 
to Charleston, South Carolina, 
where the first Baptist church 
was established in the south in 
the year 1684. Some of them set- 
tled in Virginia in 1714. They 
entered Maryland in 1772—less 
than 200 years ago. 


From then on the Baptist church 
grew very rapidly, especially in 
the south. The Revolutionary War 
was rather helpful than harmful 
to the Baptists because it turned 
the people against the English 
churches, such as the Episcopalian 
and Methodist. John Wesley had 
written violently against the cause 
of the colonies, and their wicked 
rebellion. In the year 1800 the de- 
nomination had 1200 churches and 
a membership exceeding 100,000. 


Delegates from churches 
throughout the country met in 
Philadelphia in May, 1818, and or- 
ganized the “General Convention 
of the Baptist Denomination in the 
United States for Foreign Mis- 
sions.” Therefore the “bringing 
of the gospel to all nations” by 
the Baptists began less than 150 
years ago while the Catholic 
Church had evangelized the Near 
East and all of Europe before the 
year 1,000. Every Christian in 
Europe was a Roman Catholic at 
that time, and Catholic mission- 
aries were sent to the Far East 
several centuries ago.

The weeks preceding the holy 
feast of Christmas should be weeks 
of spiritual preparation for the 
birth of Christ. Quite different 
from many of the other feasts of 
the liturgical cycles, this is a three- 
fold feast, and as such it demands 
a fitting preparation. The Church 
commemorates not only the eternal 
birth of Christ from His heavenly 
Father and His temporal birth on 
earth of the Virgin Mary and the 
Holy Spirit, but also His spiritual 
birth in the hearts of men. 

It is this third part that makes 
the big difference. The first and 
second are commemorated, but the 
third is something that is re-en- 
acted again and again in the hearts 
of each of the faithful as he re- 
ceives the Christ-Child in Holy 
Communion on Christmas. 


Appropriately the theme running 
through the entire Mass of this 
Sunday is one of preparation for 
the coming of Christ. The Introit 
announces, “People of Sion, behold 
the Lord shall come.” The Collect 
follows with, “Stir up our hearts, 
© Lord, to prepare the ways of 
Thine only-begotten Son.” Then the 
same prayer of the Collect contin- 
ues to give the reason and the re- 
sults of this preparation in the 
words, “. . .that through His com- 
ing we may attain to serve Thee 
with purified minds.” 

This preparation of prayer and 
penance, this purifying of the soul 
for the reception of Christ, is con- 
stantly accompanied with the note 
of joy and happiness. In the Epistle 
we read, “Rejoice, ye Gentiles, with 
His people,” and following, in the 
Gradual, “I rejoiced at the things 
that were said to me.” As the soul 
becomes more and more purified 
from sin, it begins to. experience 
joy and happiness, because of the 
peace of Christ that has entered. 

The soul having been purified 
from sin, and filled with the peace 
of Christ, entreats the Lord at the 
final prayer of the Postcommunion 
to “. . . teach us to despise earthly 
things and to love heavenly ones.” 
The latter are the only ones having 
true value; the former are to be 
used only in so far as they assist 
man to attain the latter.

Youthful Monk Heads New York Abbey 


Berryville, Va.—(NC)—A youth- 
ful-looking monk in his mid-thir- 
ties, who was born in the Bronx 
and grew up in Brooklyn, is the Su- 
perior of the newly-founded Trap- 
pist monastery here. 


Heading Our Lady of the Holy 
Cross Abbey in the foothills of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains is the 
Very Rev. M. Qwen Hoey, of the 
Cistercians of the Strict Oberv- 
ance, who entered the Order when 
he was a teen-ager. 


Another young monk at the ab- 
bey, in his mid-twenties, is the 
son of a Marine Corps general. A 


one-time Duke University student, 
he decided three years ago to fol- 


low in the footsteps of his uncle, 
Father Paul, a Trappist priest. 
Other monks include one who ma- 
jored in music at Harvard and is 
the son of an Episcopalian minist- 
er in China, and a number of veter- 
ans of World War II. 


Father Owen hopes to make his 
new abbey self-supporting. 

“We have 340 head of beef cat- 
tle,” he explained. “And although 
we now have a lay farm manager 
we expect to go on by ourselves as 
soon as we have learned how it’s 
done.” 

_ “T rode a horse for the first time 
in my life yesterday,” he contin- 
ued, grinning. “But I expect to be- 
come accustomed to it. We use the 


horses to round up the steers. Two 
of our brothers are horsemen.” 


A 200-year-old field-stone home 
is serving as a central house pend- 
ing construction of a quadrangular 
monastery. A refectory has been 
added to a smaller house which is 
to serve as a chapel. And a dormi- 
tory has been constructed as the 
third wing of a series of three 
buildings, all of which are to be 
connected by porches. 

Scattered throughout the .1,200- 
acre Shenandoah Valley farm are 
four additional houses. Three other 
structures will be used as cobbler, 
carpentry and tailor shops. 

“We make our own clothing, you 
know,” Father Owen observed.

Public Housing 


Roanoke, Va. —(NC)— Despite 
opposition by a revamped City 
Council, plans are being pushed 
for a 900-unit public housing pro- 
ject here which a regional unit of 
the Richmond Diocesan Council of 
Catholic Women has called “a far- 
reaching act of Christ-like char- 
ity.” 

Supporters of the project, to 
provide. homes for 600 Negroes and 
300 whites, include priests of the 
Negro mission of St. Gerard as 
well as the Southwestern Dean- 
ery Council of the Catholic wo- 
men’s organization. 


Both the Rev. Maurice J. Mc- 
Donald, C.SS.R., pastor of the 
Chapel of Saint Gerard, and his 
assistant, the Rev. Francis Don- 
lan, C.SS.R., have spoken in favor 
of the housing proposal. Father 
McDonald declared that “slum 
clearance is a moral matter be- 
cause it removes an occasion of 
sin, that consequently it is the 
concern of the Church.” 


Two new members of the City 
Council, who took no stand on 
housing during their campaigns, 
have formed a majority with other 
Council foes of the project to re- 
verse action by the previous City 
Council authorizing the housing 
development. This new majority 
passed a motion ordering a

referendum on the issue. However, 
the City Attorney said such a ref- 
erendum would have no legal effect 
binding the local Housing Author- 
ity against proceeding with its 
plans.

New Wind Tunnel 
At Notre Dame 
To Aid Research 


Notre Dame — A new wind tun- 
nel, in which the speed of air is 
one and a half times the local 
speed of sound or about 950 miles 
per hour, has been placed in oper- 
ation in the Department of Aeron- 
autical Engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame for use on 
projects which relate to supersonic 
flight. 

The new supersonic wind tunnel 
at Notre Dame is one of the few 
of its kind in the United States 
which is available for under-grad- 
uate instruction and demonstration 
as well as for thesis work and re- 
search projects by graduate stu- 
dents. 

Temperature of the supersonic 
air inside the test section of the 
Notre Dame wind tunnel reaches 
approximately 100 degrees below 
zero, Fahrenheit, before it is slow- 
ed down to subsonic speed. A shock 
wave, at this point, causes the 
temperature ot rise rapidly. 

The Notre Dame supersonic 
wind-tunnel was designed and con- 
strueted by members of the faculty 
in the University’s Department of 
Aeronautical Engineering. Profes- 
sor Frank N. M. Brown, head of 
the department, is the chief pro- 
ject engineer and supervisor of
